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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The amendment will be entered into the record 
because no new matter is raised. Applicant's remarks are not persuasive. Applicant's remarks are fully considered but are not persuasive 
for the reasons previously made of record in the final rejection (see pages 2-10). Additionally, Applicant argues that prior art references do 
not teach the regeneration of the damaged pancreatic cells. However, Examiner points to the Bibbs et al. reference wherein it is stated " 
Increased insulin secretion and pancreatic function. Naturally occurring flavonoids have been reported to protect pancreatic beta cells and 
to stimulate beta cell regeneration (see paragraph 44). The Soto reference teaches the naturally ocurring flavonoid is silymarin. 
Therefore, Applicant's arguments and declaration are not found persuasive. 

Further, all mentioned references meet the instant claims and the claims remain rejected over the prior arts. Applicant's remarks related 
to the obviation of the rejection by such arguments , remarks, and declaration are not persuasive. For the reasons above claims 27-30 
remain rejected and for the reasons of record set forth in the final rejection of May 30, 2008.
